.Dr. Alexander / Dougall Blackader, 
emeritus ' professor of pharmacology, 
therapeutics' and pediatrics ot Mc- 
Gill University, died yesterday morn- 
ing at th'e Royal Victoria Hospital , in 
his ;85th year. He hod been ill for 
only a. few days, and ■ his death
